SAN FRANCISCO, April 19—The ex- 


citement that followed the discovery 
of the murdered bod\ of Marian Wil- 
liams in the library of Emanuel's Bap- 
list church on Saturday l««t. and the 
finding of the mutilated, nude and de 
composed remains of Blanche Lament 
in the belfry of the same church on 
Sunday, morning, just as the Easter 
bells were calling the devout to the 
church, has subsided in a great meas- 
ure, but, though a week" has elapsed 
since the awful tragedies came to light, 
public intercut in tho case continues 
unabated and it is the chief topic of 
conversation. The body of one youth- 
ful victim, Miss Williams, is now rest- 
ing in the cemetery, and the body of 
Blanche Lament is now on its way to 
•Dillon, Mont, her home aud will reach 
there today. 


Doubt as to the cuilt of W. H T. 


Diirmt, the young medical student, 
who is accused formally of killing MIBS 
Williams and suspected of 
having 


slain MIBS lament, is freely expressed 
b'y many, and this doubt, being foster- 
ed by the parents and friends and 
those who mistrust circumstantial evi- 
dence, is spreading 
There has been 


an undercurrent of opinion among 
these which was expressed in a state- 
ment to the newspapers by the mother 
of the accused man and which also 
been been boldly stated in anonymous 
letters to the coroner, which have been 
published and the actions of the pastor 
of the church, Eev. John George Gib- 
son, 
have been so peculiar that tbe 


police might do well to turn their 
search light on him and those who 
openly professed to believe that the 
preacher might be the guilty man. 


These rumors reaching the ears of 


the pastor have naturally agitated and 
irritated him, and as a result he sent 
word to the reporters last night that 
he was suffering from ''nervous exhaus- 
tion." 
Earlier in tbe afternoon he 


stated that the reason he had, not via 
ited Durant, who was one of the active 
workers of his church, in his cell at 
the city prison, was because of the in- 
named sentiment of public opinion; 
and if he did call the people would be 
quick to say that he, as an accomplice, 
had gone there to steady the nerves of 
the young man. Still Durant has ex- 
pressed his surprise at the seeming 
neglect and desertion by the man to 
whom he naturally looked for the first 
words ot sympathy and hope. 


In spite of these expressed suspicions 


against the preacher, it is almost beyond 
doubt that he is not in any manner im- 
plicated, as his whereabouts on the 
night of the muriJer and during the 
hour when Miss Williams was mur- 
dered are known, for he was during 
that time at a gathering of the young 
people at a church member's house. If 
it should be proven that Miss Williams 
was not killed until midnight instead 
of between 8 and 9 o'clock, then there 
might have been grounds for the sus- 
picion voiced by many people. 


The intimation by friends of the ac- 


ou&ed man that the police have ignored 
all claims except those that point to 
Duraut'a guilt, led the chief of police to 
call his detectives before him last night 


BO as to get a summary of the evidence 
and a concensus of opinion. 
Five de- 


tectives have had charge of the case. 
The chief read the reports, questioned 
the men, and then ssaed the detectives 
if in their investigation anything had 
suggested that the murders were done 
by several men in company. 
The de" 


tiil was unanimous in dechring that 
both women were killed by one and 
the fame man, and that man, W. H. T.. 
Durant, was now under arrest. 
The 


conference ended with a renewal of

MAY HOLD INCOME TAX INVALID. 
Po<iilbillty ot Two Judge* Wlio Fil- 


tered H OlumKfuK. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—It is under- 


stood that two justices who voted to 
uphold the income tax law did so be- 
cause the court had in a pnvious 
decision held that way, although they 
were not fully ealitfied that the original 
finding was good law, and there is a 
chance that they might iii the event of 
a rehearing take a stand the other way. 
There is no probability, however, that 
there will be a rehearing upon the jn- 


j coma tax case before the October term. 


One hears many threats as to what 


the internal revenue bureau intends to 
do as to persons who failed to make re- 
turns. 
The lawyers who haiebeen 


connected with this case s&y that these 
threats may be disregarded. 
They 


maintain that no. penalty can be en- 
forced for failing to make returns; that 
an examination of books and papers 
cannot be permitted, and that no other 
person than the collector himself can 
make a demand for a statement of the 
tax. 
In other words, if persons have 


not made returns voluntarily, it is 
maintained that it is not in the power 
of the go\ eminent, unices the law shall 
be amended, to enforce the making of 
any returns.

Of the Peace Treaty Between Clilnn 


ami JH]>™II. 


YOKOHAMA, April 19~The Niohinichi 


today publishes the terms of the treaty 
of peace concluded between China and 
Japan. The new details furnished are 
that the indemnity is payable in seven 
years, with intarfst at 5 per cent, but 
if the amount, 200 000 000 taels, is paid 
to Japan in three years no interest will 
be demanded. Japan is also entitled 
under the treaty to the most favored 
nation treatment and has the right to 
navigate the Chung Kiang, Soo Chow 
and Hong Kong rivers, to import goods 
of certain classes and machinery free 
of duty and to establish factories 
A 


new treaty of commerce is to be con- 
cluded, to be based on the ex'sting 
treaties with foreign powers 
China is 


to comply with the customs laws of 
Japan, and, finally, part of the expenses 
of the occupation of Wei Hai Wei, Port 
Arthur, etc, by the Japanese are to be 
borne by China.

It is 
thought our city will adopt the plan, 
giving it a trial for one year, and ascer-

sentiment that he would hear from his 
father and has been going to the post- 
office two or three times a day. Last 
evening he was invited to a lodge meet- 
ing at New Haven and before he left 
called at'the postoffice to inquire for 
his mail 
Through a misunderstand- 


ing he was told that there was no letter 
for him, and, in fact, the letter was 
then being taken out to the house. 


When the letter was handed Mrs 


Souder at hor home the lady was al- 
most overcome with emotion, but amid 
her tears managed to read it through 
It waa a pathetic appeal from one who 
certainly dessrves the sympathy of the 
community, and when it was seen that 
the husband was safe and en route 
home there was great joy in the home. 
It was a late hour before anyone re- 
tired. Willis came home about mid- 
might and he, too, was overjoyed at the 
news of his long lost father.

bors came in to extend congratulations
